MAY 18) AND YOUR EXTENDED TRAVEL SCHEDULE BEFORE THEN, 

SIGNING OF THE ENMOD TREATY AND SPACE AGREEMENT EXTENSION 
SHOULD BE SCHEDULED AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE TO LEAVE YOU TIME 
FOR PREPARATION DURING REMAINDER OF DAY. WE HAVE 
ASKED WALDHEIM'S OFFICE IE THEY COULD SET ENMOD SIGNATURE 
AT 1430, BUT THEY POINT OUT THAT THEY HAVE ALREADY 
PUBLISHED AN 1 100 SIGNING. WALDHEIM'S OFEICE THEREEORE 
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REQUESTS us TO ASK YOU TO CONSIDER GOING IMMEDIATELY EROM 
YOUR PLANE TO THE SIGNING. THIS WOULD MEAN DELAYING 
THE ACTUAL SIGNING FROM 30-60 MINUTES, BUT THEY ARE 
PREPARED TO KEEP GUESTS OCCUPIED, PENDING YOUR ARRIVAL. 

THIS IS VERY CLOSE TIMING, AND YOU MIGHT FIND IT DESIRABLE 
TO HAVE A MARGIN FOR ERROR. IN THIS EVENT, WE ARE 
CONFIDENT THAT WALDHEIM'S OFFICE WILL MAKE ADJUSTMENTS,
